piotursy Clint Hill’s left shoulder la directly below 
Zaprudor (as in the Betzner picture)* Therefoi'e, the 
Zapruder frame in which Willis appears abi^e Hill’s left 
shoulder would correspond to the Willis picture* This frame 
is 202* 

The previous simple prooeedure conclusively placed the 
time of exposure of Willis #5 at frame 202. This contradicts 
the P*B*l*’s assumption that it was exposed in the vicinity 
of 210 * 225* This assumption was based on a misplaoement of 
Willis as evidenced in Hhaneyfelt Exhibit No* 25 where his 
position is marked far south-east of where he actually stood*
